It is noted the fifth paragraph of this letter states 
this office was instructed to notify the Bureau by teletype of in- 
dividuals apprehended under the Alien Eneny Control Program. BY 
teletype dated pecember 14, 1941, the Bureau instructed that it 
should be advised by teletype of the apprehension of each alien 
enemy, followed by an investigative report. No request was made 
that the Bureau be advised of the arrest of citizens. This office 
was proceeding on the theory that no citisens were actually ar~ 
rested, as they yoluntarily accompanied agents to the Philadelphia 
Field Division for questioning. It was not thought the Bureau would 
want to go on record as having arrested citizens. These individuals, 
however, were taken into Federal custody and were voluntarily prougnht 
to the Philadelphia Field Division for questioning, following which, 
upon proper proof of citizenship, they were released. 


For statistical purposes, it was believed the Bureau 
would desire information as to the number of such persons who were 

taken into custody and prought to the Philadelphis Office for questioning 
even though such individuals were later released. By letter dated 
February 17, 1942, the Bureau stated.e.. "The foregoing instructions 

dp not obviate the necessity of immediately advising the Bureau by 
teletype of each apprehension, {neluding cases where the subject was 
later released".

It will be recalled that at the inception of the alien 
enemy apprehension program, a number of apprehensions were effected 
prior to receipt of specific instructions from the Bureau. Ina 
number of these cases, when the individuals were brought to the Phila- 
delphia Office it was determined that they were in fact citizens and 
were then released. The Bureau was not advised by teletype of the 
release of such individuals inasmeob as they were not enemy aliens whose 
apprehension had been requested, but were in fact citizens and not 
"arrested". The Bureau was advised by teletype of the citizenship of 
all individuals whose arrest was requested and who, upon investigation, 
were determined to be citizens, 


Reference letter further states that the report of 
Special Agent GMMUAMMRMPF Philadelphia, dated 2-12-42 entitled 
» Internal Security-G, reflects that 
a United States citizen and was apprehended December 9, 1941, by 
agents of this office and a representative of the Pennsylvania Motor 
Police, and was released when he furnished proof of citizenship. Refer- 
ence letter states the Bureau was not advised of the apprehension of 
this individual, and had no knowledge of his apprehension prior to 
the receipt of the report of Special Agent SMM and, further, 
the apprehension of acnbands was not recorded on the arrest register 
submitted by this office.

Reference is made to your letter dated April 25, 1942, in which you 
requested to be advised as to what entry should be made upon the Field Division 
Arrest Register with respect to oertain individuals. 


As you will appreciate, the circumstances surrounding each an every 
arrest varies, and rather than advise you as to the specific entries which 
should be made with respect to the (ndividuals mentioned in your letter, the 
following principles which ghould govern the reporting of apprehensions on the 
Arrest Register are being eet forth:

The above principles may be summarised by saying that a subject has 
been apprehended by the Bureau when his apprehension was directly effected 
either by Bureau representatives or at their direction; if at any time the alien 
eneny is in the custody of a Bureau representative in connection with the Alien 
Enexy Control Program; or if at any time he was, upon the direction of s Bureau 
Agent, held by a local law enforcement agency. 


With reference to the next to the last paragraph of your letter of 
April 25, 1942, wherein you stated that the Philadelphis Field Division attempted 
to draw a distinction between the arrests and the taking {nto custody of an 
dndividual inasmuch as it was not felt the Bureau would want to go on record as 
having arrested citisens under the Alien Enemy Apprehension Program, you are 
afeised that the Bureau does not desire to report the arrest of any individual, 
eitizen or alien, who was not apprehended in accordance with the principles out- 
lined above. ‘The distinstion which you attempt to draw between the arrest and 
the taking into custody of an individual is embiguous for the reason that the 
taking into custody implies an arrest or restraint of liberty. A clear distinction 
may be made in those cases where an individual voluntarily appesred at the Field 
Office or voluntarily accompanied an Agent to the Field Office or other office 
where he was questioned and released on proof of citisenship, or for other reasons. 


Bureau letter of April 20, 1942, made reference to the failure of your 
office to list the name of GUUMENeuTMAINS on the Arrest Hegister sutaitted 
by your office in view of the statement in the report of Special Agent QR. 

QB dated February 12, 1942, thet @MiMEMM was arrested on Decenber 9, 1941, 
at his home by Agents of your office, together with a representative of the 
Pennsylvania Motor Police, and was taken to the Pennsylvania Motor Police Barracks 
at est Reading, Pennsylvania, where he was released upon furnishing proof of his 
citisenship. Unless there are additional facts in comnection with the arrest of 

» Not in the possession of the Bureau, it would appear that 
apprehension and release should be reported on the Arrest Register. 


You are instructed to make the necessary revisions on the Arrest 
Register maintained by your office in accordance with the principles outlined 
above and to forward a duplicate copy of your Register to the Bureau promptly.
